2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there is no 
teaching in the prior art of record for modifying the Cunningham lead to contain a 
second concentric cylindrical lead with conductive means for sensing cardiac electrical 
activity. The applicants give criticality to such an arrangement in that it does not require 
a built-in accelerometer with a dedicated implantable lead, thus allowing a less bulky 
profile. The arrangement further allows placement of the accelerometer within a pre- 
existing implanted lead, thus enabling more versatile treatment control.
